1 STORMY SESSION OF CO l'N tlL 


The B« .ard of Im pro te nie nt 
Wm» C reated, 
a ndth e D e la jr l a t h e CuhltMhlnc of the 
InventlK ation O rdinanee W ae K x|tlained. 
A M eeting Called F o r M onday M orning. 


The regular BesBioo of council was 
not dispensed with on Tuesday night 
because It was Christmas eve, but a 
casual observer would have noticed 
th at anything but a Christmas senti­ 
ment had found its way Intt» the 
dingy old chamber a t city hall. 
President Marshall was not present 
when the hour for beginning arrived 
and Mr. Owen took the chair. The 
reading of the minutes had scarcely 
been dispensed with when Mr. Peake 
arose, and ¡without warning moved 
th a t the action relating to the b<» ard 
of Improvemeots be rec3nsldered. Mr. 
PurlntoD seconded the motion. 
“ I can’t understand,” 
said Mr. 
Stewart, “ why members wbo were op- 
Piised to this measure a t the last meet­ 
ing should’favor it now. 
I am op­ 
posed to reconsideration.” 
“T hat makes no dI ITerence, ” retorted 
M r.Purlnton, “ for we have the right to 
reamslder. 
Any man can change his 
mind If he wishes, and there Is an old 
saying th a t a mao who never changes 
his mind is a fool.” 
The motion to reconsider 
went 
through with only Owen and Stewart 
opposed, and the latter said: 
“ If this ordinance Is pa.ssed there Is 
no other course for me than to resign 
There has been trickery and double 
dealing in this m atter. We, the coun­ 
cil, are held responsible for what this 
board does. 
We are a mark. 
We 
should not vote away our power.” 
Mr. Purlnton explained th a t coun­ 
cil was not responsible for what the 
board did, and Mr. Owen thought It 
wrong to take advantage of Doctor 
Marshall’s absence to push the ordi­ 
nance. 
“The absent member has the same 
chance to get here as have the rest of 
us,” said Mr. Purlnton, and the ordi­ 
nance was passed w ith Owen and 
Stew art » gainst It. 
The Lincoln avenue sewer bill was 
passed as was the measure establish­ 
ing a lim it for wooden buildings. Mrs. 
lilanche Pierce had a Ciimplalnt th a t 
the city had encroached two and one- 
half feet on her land, which was 
given 
to 
the 
street 
committee 
Street committee reported favorably 
on a walk for Treotvale street; was 
opposed to Improving Waterloo road 
until the property owners signed a 
waiver; It wanted 
to accept the 
proposition of Knowles, Taylor 
A 
Knowles relating to Minerva street, 
and stated th a t the power asked by 
Chief Adam to order unsafe buildings 
f)rn down was already vested In the 
city engineer. Chief Adam reported 
the need of Are protection In East 
End, and recommended the station bo 
established in the center of town, 
more 
plugs, 
new ladders and 
a 
Babcock. Police com m ittee reported 
the charges against Offlcer Whan as 
they have been published. 
‘Why is It,” asked Mr. Purlnton. 
th a t an ordinance passed in a hurry is 
not published until eight days later’r 
Some one Is guilty of negligence." 
“ It was my fault. I guess,” answered 
Clerk Hanley. 
“I held It for several 
days and did cot take It to the office.” 
1 don’t think it was legally passed 
anyway,” said Mr. Peake. 
“ I think 
It would be wise to lay the m atter 
over.” 
“Our clerk has been careless,” said 
M r.Purlnton. “ but It did look to out­ 
siders as though there had been a pre­ 
m editated attem pt to delay.” 
“ I can’t see how It would appear 
th a t way to anyone,"said Mr. Stew art 
The only party asking delay so far 
was Reverend W hitehead. I don’t 
know what you are hitting at. Come 
out.” 
“ Mr. Travis and I are here In the 
Interest of Officer W han,” said J. H 
Brookes, who had been an attentive 
listener In the lobby. 
“ We were here 
two weeks ago, but a t the request of 
the prosecution deferred the charges. 
We came here tonight expecting to 
see Mr. Whan given an opportunity to 
place himself right before the people. 
If the case has been delayed it is not 
by Whan’s friends. 
How long must 
stand under these 
slanderous 
charges? The witnesses for the de­ 
fense are ready at any time. There 
will be no Question about the legality 
the ordinance. 
We are not trying 
keep out of court, but trying to get 
I t ” 
Mr. Purlnton moved th a t council 
convene on Dec. 30,10 days after the 
ordinance was published, a t 8 o’clock 
the morning, and it was so de­ 
cided. Attorney Brookes asked th a t 
ooanell refrain from suspending Whan 


until after the hearing, and the m at­ 
ter was left with the mayor. Clerk 
Hanley said th a t he did not w ant It 
understood th at he had IntODtlonally 
delayed 
the 
m atter, 
and council 
readily agreed with him. 
A resolution authorizing the bor­ 
rowing of ♦.'» 00 to pay smallpox ex­ 
penses was passed, and the offer of 
Dr William Taylor to attend the Hre- 
men and (Kilicenien w ithout charge 
was accepted with thanks. 
Tbeca.se 
of Mr. Snelder for damages iiecause 
Ills son was hurt in an alley wa.s re­ 
ferred to the street committee, after 
Solicitor Clark had stated th a t he did 
nut mean to Imply the cltv was liable. 
Council accepted with thanks the 
deed for a piece of ground on the 
Fourth street extension, given by 
(folding A Sons, and Clerk Hanley 
said the bridge company would like to 
have Engineer (Jeorge establish for 
them the lines of Qstk and College 
streets. Solicitor Clark 
said they 
could have them ,hut It was not neces 
sary for council to act on It unless 
council wanted to pay the bill, and 
council didn’t act. 
“ As we must have a marshal for the 
rest of the term ,” said Mr. Peake, 
move th a t John Wyman lie elected." 
Mr. Stew art restsinded with the be­ 
lief th a t the m atter should be held 
over fora few weeks, and gave expres­ 
sion to a sentim ent not at all compli­ 
mentary to Mr, Wvman. 
He wanted 
It done In regular form, and Mr. 
Challls at once nominated Patrolman 
McMillen, while Mr. Purlnton named 
Mr. Wyman. 
McMlllen’s nai’ie went 
Arst to a vote, and Kent, Horwell, 
Purlnton and Peake voted ¡igalust 
him. Then Wvman was elected, with 
or.lv Stew art and Challls voting no. 
Mr. Stew art then raised the « lues- 
tion of tlie worthle.ssness of some 
notes th a t were given Ilarrlsfm Rine­ 
hart for the work he has already done 
nn the Calcutta road. 
It was found 
the banks would not aceept them l>e- 
cause no resolution had been passed. 
Solicitor Clark suggested th a t the 
money be taken from the sinking 
fund, and was met with the statem ent 
from Mr. Purintoi. th a t it, to(» , woul<i 
soon l» e defunct. 
He wanted the 
money given to the contractor, but in­ 
sisted th a t he pay the Interest, where­ 
upon Mr. Peake remarked tliat “ that 
would he w(.rse than scabbing,” but It 
was llnallv decided as Mr. Purlnton 
suggestetl. Then councjl adjourned.

A Tenilar of (inlil Made Two Years Ago 
Htlll » land» Good. 
WAMHimiTON, Dec. 26.—Great inter­

chilas, through Messrs. Belmont and 
Morgan, had made ov ertures to let the 
United|State» hav e any amunut of gol« l 
needed 
The statement, it is learned, 
is accurate, eo far o» ouucerns the fact 
that Russia tendered the United States 
a p art of its store of gold, but the nat­ 
ural inferen« ^ that this offer was a re­ 
cent one made in ouusequeuoe of the 
late Venezuelan message aud subse­ 
quent p anic Is not warranted, for it may 
be assorted p ositiv ely aud on excellent 
authority that the tender was in no 
manner influenced by the comp lica­ 
tions now existing between the United 
Htates and Great Britain as the result 
of the negotiations of the Venezuelan 
buuudarv question and was in fact 
made two years ago 
This tender was made about eight 
months after President Clev eland as­ 
sumed the p residential office fur his 
second term At the time the offer was 
gratefully acknowledged, but as the 
cautalists of other nations gained an 
inkling of the fact that the tender had 
been made, it was found that the terms 
up on whioh gold could be p rocured In 
the op en market, as a consequence of 
Russia’s tender, were so fav orable as 
to render it nnueoeseary to tax the 
friendship of Russia. 
At p resent, so it 
is understood, the Russian ofler still 
holds go« >d, aud about the only new 
p hase of the sitnatiou is that this fact 
nas been made known freshly to the 
Europ ean gold brokers

RUSSIA AT OUR BACK. 


A Tender of Gold Made Two Years Ago 
Still standi Good. 
W ashington, Dec. 96.— G reat inter­ 
est has been excited in official circles 
here by the publication in the W ash­ 
ington Post under a N ew York date of 
a circum stantial statem ent to the effect 
that 
the

governm ent has 
offered to lend the U nited Htates auy 
am ount of gold up to $400,000,000—one - 
half of its total possessions of this 
specie—in order to m aintain its credit- 
against assaults from the great m oney 
powers of other European nations, and 
that learning of this tender the R oths­ 
childs, through Messrs. Belm ont aud 
Morgan, had made overtures to let the 
Uni ted |H tate* have auy am ount of gold 
needed 
The statem ent, it is learned, 
is accurate, so far as concerns the fact 
that Russia tendered the U nited States 
a part of its store of gold, but the n at 
ural inference that this offer w as a re 
ceut one made in consequence of the 
late V enezuelan m essage aud subse 
quant panic is not warranted, for It may 
be assorted positively aud on excellent 
authority that the teuder was in no 
manner influenced by the com plica­ 
tions uow existing between the U uited 
Htates and (treat Britain as the result 
of the negotiations of the Venezuelan 
boundary question and was iu fact 
m ade tw o years ago 
This tender was m ade about eigh t 
m onths after President C leveland as 
souled the presidential office for his 
second term A t the tim e the offer was 
gratefully acknow ledged, but as the 
captalists of other nations gained an 
inkling of the fact that the tender had 
been made, it was found that the terms 
upon whioh gold could be procured in 
the open market, as a consequence of 
Russia's tender, w ere so favorable as 
to render it unnecessary to tax the 
friendship of Russia 
At present, so it 
is understood, the Russian offer still 
holds good, aud about the only new 
)hase of the situation is that this fact 
las beeu made known freshly to the 
European gold brokers

Genera' Camp os Still Unable to 
Check Cuban Rebels. 


OOWEZ A MASTER OF STRATEGY. 


H* OntgvBoraU th* Ap aal.h Oominander 
at Every Point and Mareha. Hi. Troop . 
Kiglit Through Camp o« ' Porco. —Hard 
Taak Bofora the Rebel*. 


Havana , Deo. 2fi.—F arther details 
have reached here from Mataar.as of 
tbs rap id advance of the immrgent 
army, nnmbering 12,000 men. ap ou 
Havana, after forcing its way thronirh 
the p rovince of Hanta Clara and into 
the p rovince of Matanzae, in ep ite of 
the efforts of Cap tain Ueneral Martinez 
de Camp oa and about 80,000 troop s at 
his disp osal in the territory traversed 
and invaded. 
The rebels are led by General Gomes. 
The rep orted very imp ortant bat­ 
tle between the Sp aniards nuder Cam­ 
p os and the insnrgents at Coliseo p lan­ 
tation, 12 miles from Cardenas, does 
not ap p ear to have been a very severe 
engagement. Cardenas is a sea p ort, 
quite an imp ortant p lace, for Cuba, of 
about 4,000 inhabitants, is only 21 miles 
from Matauzas, cap ital of the p rovim-e 
of that name, and the largest town be­ 
tween Cardenas and Havana. 
The Sp anish forces do not ap p ear to 
have encountered the main body of the 
insurgents, as at first announced. 
The 
fight at the Coliseo p lantation was be 
tween a p ortion of the northern column, 
of the three insurgent columns now* 
p ushing through the p rovince of Ma- 
tanzas, and instea^ of turum g out to 
be a great victory w r the Sp aniards, the 
result of the engagement was virtually 
a defeat fur Caiup o« ' forces, for the 
Cuban army p ushed ooward unchecked, 
and is still advancing on this city The 
fighting took p lace amid burning caue, 
under wood, tall gra.ss and trees, and 
was of the usual guerrilla nature, much 
.mmnnitinn hAintr wasted. 


The Cmbani, followiog their cnstom 
seemed to melt away m 
the diitauM so s<k)u as the troop s gut 
within sighting distam'e of them, aud 
near y all the firing was at very long 
range, although the soldiers maiie sev 
eral g ^ a n t charges through the burn 
ing t ^ t o r y 
The style of figbting is 
term*^ a defeat of the insurgents; hut, 
as they succeeded in ari-onip itshmg 
Sp aniards m 
chet^ w hile th^e Cuban army p iishetl ou 
southward, the result was really a 
Cuban victory 
The cap tain general was as near the 
front as p ossible, throughout the i*at- 
tle, encouraging the troop s by word 
and action. 
One of the cap tain gen­ 
eral s orderlies, who was sitting on his 
horse by the side of Martinez de Cam- 
|H« , received a ballet in his chest and 
fell to the ground severely wounded 
In sp ite of all the veteran Sp anish 
commander 
does, the 
Cubans are 
marching through his forces, with bnr 
a few skirmishes here aud there, and 
he seems to be utterly unable to couceu- 
irate ahead of them forces snmcient to 
eneiuy into a p itcheil battle 
W hen Camp os establishes a heailquart 
ere and lays out a p lace of battle, the 
Cubans seem by some mysterious means 
to hear of it, for, p retending to fall into 
the trap , they p ush a Ixxly of men for­ 
ward, skirmish with the tnxip s, draw 
the Sp anish forces up on them, and then 
Uie C uban army p rop er out fianks the 
Sp aniards aud p ushes steadily onward 
towards Havana 
The admirers of the cap tain general 
olaim this is his nlan of camp aign, that 
he is allowing the ('ubatis to get by 
him and near and nearer to Havana, 
only for the p urp ose of eventually fall- 
¡ ing up tm them in the rear aud scarier 
ing them to all the p oints of the com­ 
p ass. This sounds p lausible enough, 
but the insurgents are destroying alt 
bridges, railways aud p lantations be 
hind them 
The ronto they have fol­ 
lowed Is marked by a blackened swath 
of smoking rum and desolation and the 
Sp aniards will have a very ditticult 
task to p ush on after their fleet footed 
enemies. 
Camp os is trying his beet to draw 
the insurgents into a decisive battle 
but is uuahle to do so 
All the Hp anish generals in the rear 
of the insurgent army have been in 
•truoted to hurry after the enemy with 
all p ossible sp eed 
Here, however, 
comes in the weakest feature of the 
camp aign of 
the 
Hp aniards 
The 
p oorly fed, half-grown lads, ship jied 
here from Sp ain, are sufïenng terriblv 
from the eft'ects of the climate aud uu 
usual exp osure in sp ite of the fact that 
this is the so-called healthy season in 
Cuba 
Yellow fever, smallp ox and ma 
I larial fevers have told terribly up on 
I ihose unfortunate troop s, and in aadi 
' tion, they are utterly unfit for earn 
aaiguiiig in this land of bad roads 
ligh grass, swamp s and low bushw’ood 
They simp ly have not the strength to 
p ush steat ily on after the Cubans, who, 
as a rule, are thoroughly acclimated 
men, accustomed to the country fa­ 
miliar with all Its p eculiaritie.« and 
able to bear long marches without suf 
feriug too severely ___
